Royal's founder dies at 82 


BELLE GLADE-Funeral services were held 
this week for George L. Royal, Sr., 82, who 
turned a small clapboard store in Lake Harbor 
into the major retail outlet which bears his 


name. 

Royal, of 609 E. Canal St., was the founder 
and president emeritus of Royal’s Inc. and 
other associated companies. He died at his 
home Saturday following a brief illness. 

Considered the “father of Lake Okeechobee 
retailing,” his Royal's Department Store 
became a household word for shoppers in the 
Glades, stretching from “Belle Glade to 
Clewiston, LaBelle, Okeechobee, Immokalee 
and into central Florida at Lake Placid: 

His differsified retailing company included 


development of real estate and shopping 
centers throughout the region. 

More recently, the company expanded into a 
chain of furniture retail stores and last year 
entered the retail manufactured home market 
with four new locations. 

Royal and his wife of 57 years, Sue, began 


“modestly near Lake Harbor in a small clap- 


board store where they sold groceries and mer- 
cantilé’'to land-clearing pioneer farmers and 
workers on the giant water drainage projects 
of south Lake Okeechobee. As the store grew 
into the sprawling company that would always 
bear his name, Royal became known as a hard 
worker with a keen business sense. 

The Crossland, Ga. native had a significant 


impact on his adopted home of Belle Glade. He 
was a recognized influence on local race rela- 
tions and served as the first president of the 
Inter-Racial Council of Belle Glade. 

_ Royal came to south Florida after gradua- 
tion from Sparks Collegiate Institute, Moultrie 
Business College and the University of 
Georgia Business College, all in his native 
state. 

He and his wife were married in 1928 and set-

the costal Kelsy City was virtually blown away 
in a hurricane.

BELLE GLADE—Mayor Thomas Altman 
didn’t wash anybody's mouth out with soap, 
but at last week's budget session "overtime" 
became the dirtiest word ir the language. 

As department head after department head 
trooped into the City Commission conference 
room they were met by one of two questions: 
“Why so much overtime?” or “How can we get 
rid of this overtime?” 

The mayor, backed up by the commissioners, 
answered his own question-cuts in overtime as 
well is in a number of other areas. 

Mayor Altman made it clear right from the 
beginning that ‘’the city doesn't have the lux- 
ury of a cushion in this budget.” 

He said, “We're in pretty tough shape and 
we have to get this budget in balance.” 

„So to get the budget back into balance from 


in maintenasice each year. 

They wanted to know why when they drive 
by an iinteraection there are “eight guys lean- 
ing on shovels.” And they wanted to know why 
building and grounds workers and sanitation 
workers have to work overtime. 

Green explained that the Public Works 
Department is ''spread so thin it's ridiculous.” 

He cited work done. at the rock pit, the 
marina and other work not related to his depar- 
tament. 

The mayor said, “That’s not all year, that 
work should be over next month." 

Green countered, “It should but next month 
never comes." 

The mayor requested a cut of $42,000 in 
overtime. He said, “We've been cutting $500 
here and there,” 

Commissioner Charles Goodlett warned,

Although the cemetery is owned by the 
cities this is the first time in the cemetery's 
history it has gone to the cities for funds. 

The board determined it would need about 
$5,600 for the work, The board was approached 
some time ago by the presidents of the Belle 
Glade and Pahokee Garden Clubs about get- 
ting fresh water to the addition.

City Manager Max Harrelle told the city 
commissioners Tuesday there will not be 
enough funds from Community Development 
next year to do work on 6th Avenue. 
` The city had-planned to work on Southwest 
7th Avenue and Southwest 1st Street as well 
as 6th. There will be money for two streets, in- 
stead of three as the city had hoped. 

Harrelle also said that by next week, weather 
permitting, all work on Northwest 6th and 7th 
Avenues.and Northwest 1st Street will be com-

has been completed.

In other business, the city heard а report 
from Pete Pimentel of Barker Osha and Ander- 
son. He gave the city his recommendations on 
the 1985 proposed land use plan changes. 


The plans were for the most part accepted by 


city leaders. ‘There was some question about

Growers and the fertilizer plant. 

Commissioner Don Tanner believes the en- 
tire area should remain ithe light industry 
category. i 
Pimentel pointed out that with a residential 
area near by there should be some kind of a 
"buffer." He also noted that access to the in- 
terior of the land must be provided. 

The commissioners agreed to plan for the 
land as commercial with the railroad track as 
the dividing line. е 

The plans are not for zoning changes but for 
planning the city’s growth. Pimentel will 
report back to the commission with the 
changes. 

The commission voted to readvertise for bids 
to install lighting at Cox Park. When advertis- 
ed the first time only one bid was received. It 
was over $10,000 higher than the city 
engineer's estimate. . 

The city accepted the bid for three radar 
units for the police department. The $3,500 bid 
came from MPH Industries in Kansas. Federal 
revenue sharing funds will be used., 

Mayor Clarence Anthony appointed Com- 
missioner Dorothy Davnis and City Manager 
Harrelle to serve on the Housing Committee in 
conjunction with the funds recently received 
from the county. - а 

Vice-mayor Marshall will serve-as the alter- 
nate.

The mayor argued that with the doubling of 
the gasoline tax there’s a dependable source of 
income for the next four year. 

The Sanitation Department, part of Publie 
Works, was cut deeply too. Even though the 
department head argued that the trash situa- 
tion has increased in the past year, the mayor 
wanted overtime cut from $180,000 to 
$130,000. 

Commissioner George Goforth, in backing 
the mayor, argued that the trucks purchased 
last year should have made the garbage collec- 
tion service more efficient. 

Last year the city spent $11,000 in overtime 
to the Department of Buildings and Grounds. 
City leaders wanted to know “Why we mow 
grass on overtime?” 

City Manager W.E. !‘Pom” Strang said, 
“Every department needs new schedules.” 

The mayor also wanted the budget for 
lubricants and fuel cut in the Buildings and 
Grounds ent. 

He said, “If we're going to cut hours we can 
cut fuel." P 

Green replied, “You've got to cut grass too."

The board has received a bid of $5,000 for the 
work. This would involve getting water out of 
the St. Lucie Canal. 

Board member C.R. Wetherington told the 
three mayors last week that there is still a 
possibility the water could bne obtained from a _ 
well. 

But that poses a problem. The iron found in 
well water at Port Mayaca could in time ruin 
the monuments. 

It looks now that the canal will be the source 
of the water. Wetherington said, ‘That’s the 
route we want to go." The' next step is to get 
permits before work begains. 

The St. Lucie Canal is across the highway 
from the cemetery and pipes will have to go 
under the highway. 

Wetherington explained to the three ma: 
that according to the cemetery's charter,” 
have the right to assess the cities for the 
upkeep of the cemetery.” 

He recalled the early days of the cemtery 
"The city of Pahokee tied to take care of it and 
that didn't work out. 

Over the years more property was added. 
The trustees are now thinking of adding up to 

10 acres to the cemetery. 

Wetherton said there is a real possibility 
that some type of assessment ot trust fund 
would have to be set up. 

He said, “We're not selling enough lots arid 


Strang indicated the grass might have to get 
a little higher. 
The two-day budget session was not all one- 


sided. There was give-and-take within the stric- | 


tures of what all agree is going to be "а tough 
budget year.” 

As part of the budget policy department 

heads who plan to exceed what they plan to 
spend in any line item must ask permission of 
the city manager. If he feels the expense war- 
rants being brought before the commission 
then he will bring it to them. 
* A major agreeement came with the Police 
Department. In a compromise the department. 
will get an additional four officers for a newly- 
created patrol zone. 

The department wanted a fifth officer and 
three clerks but that was denied. 

The city also asked the department to trim 
down its $110,000 overtime tab of last year. 

All the payroll cuts are in anticipation of the 
Florida Fair Labor Standards ruling expected 
to greatly increase future payments to city 
workers for overtime work. 

In addition to the cuts made to departments, 


there aren't enough burials" to sustain the 
cemetery without help.

He noted, “Barring expansion, all lots will 
eventually be sold and then there'll be no 
revenue." 

Board Chairman Dudley Barnes said the 
idea of a perpetual care fund has been discuss- 
ed but there are a number of technical dif- 
ficulties involved because the cemetery is own- 
ed by three cities. 

The mayor said last week ''the city is in-

Royal also ran a lumber company and was a 
partner in another retail company before foun- + 
ding Royal's. 

A recognized lay church leader, Royal was 
active in the development of Asbury 
Theological Seminary in Wilmore, Ky., where 
he served as a trustee for thw last 25 years. He 
also belonged to the Committee of 100 of 
Emory University in Atlanta. 

A Methodist, Royal was a member of the Of- 
ficial Board of the Methodist Church, -the 
District Bóard of Church Extension, the ad- 
visory board of the Oriental Missionary Socie- 
ty and an associate lay leader. He was also ac- 
tive in the Salvation Army. 

Royal served as president of the Belle Glade 
Chamber of Commerce, which would years 
later name him Belle Glade “Citizen of the 
Year" in 1978. The Chamber also named Royal 
and his wife as marshalls for-the Black Gold 
Jubilee Celebration and parade. 

Royal was also a member of the Belle Glade 
Rotary Club, serving as president and remain- 
ing active in-the.civic club's activities. 

His community involvement included more 
than 20 years as a director of the local hospital 
governing board. He was also a member of the 
Board of Directors at the First National Bank 
of Palm Beach, a director of the Palm Beach 
Cancer Society and a member of the Palm 
Beach Crippled Children's Society. 

In addition to his wife Sue, Royal is survived 
by two sons, Larry of Belle Glade, and Charles, 
of Royal Palm Beach; two brothers, Floyd 
Royal of Clewiston and Crawford. Royal of 
South Bay; a sister, Mrs. Lee Puckett of М.

This i not the firat time he garage has come 
under fire. Year after yeat the city complains 
that the level of service at the garage is poor. 

Maryor Thomas Altman said last week, 
"Something isn't right. Other departments 
want their own mechanics and department 
'heads are complaining. I hear this year after 
year. 

Green said the garage doesn't attract the 
best mechanics in the world because the wages 
are not on par with private industry. 

On top of this problem is the variety of 
equipment the mechanics have to work on. The 
city owns 206 vehicles powered by either 
gasoline or diesel. Thse include everything 
from chain saws and moyers to pumps, trac- 
tors, cars and trucks. 

These vehicles are used by the city's 240 
employees. Green noted that each department 
believes its vehicle deserves priority. 

The mayor indicated the garage has a pro- 
blem with “customer relations.'" 

But Commissioner George Goforth believes 
there's more to the problem than (public rela- 
tions. П 
He said, “Half the stuff they work on is 

for the scrap heap.” 

He suggested that faarming out some of the 
work, such as electricl work, might be cheaper 
in the long run. 

The discussion began when the mayor had 
questioned Green's hiring of a mechanic 
recently in light of the complaints at the 
garage.

In each and every story, the sports 
news of the day pertained to contract 
or pay disputes and the the threatened 
baseball strike. 

This constant squabbling between 
owners and players and annual strike 
threats, played out in the pages of the 
nation’s press, becomes more than a

1 Understanding government 


meat grading helps shoppers 


You can shop more 
economically for your 
family — and yourself, 
too — if you know the 
differences among 
government food 
grades. 

Knowing the dif- 
ferences can mean bet- 
ter eating, too. Depen- 
ding on how you:plan 
to use a product you 
buy, a lower grade may 
not only meet your 
needs, but be cheaper 
as well. 

Take beef, for in- 
stance. USDA Prime, 
the top USDA grade, is 
the ultimate in 
tenderness, juiciness 
and flavor. 

While Prime is best 
for roasting or broiling, 
it's likely to cost more 
than the second grade. 
USDA Choice, which 
has slightly less marbl- 
ing. Marbling is the 
flecks of fat within the 
lean that make meat 
tender and juicy. 

Some stores sell beef 
that would qualify for 
other U.S. grades, such 
as U.S. Good, under a 
house brand name 
rather than under the 
USDA grademark 
--this beef will have less 
fat, be lower in calories 
and will likely cost less 
than Prime or Choice. 
It could meet your 
needs well, particularly 
if you use slow, moist 
cooking to make it 
tender. 

In establishing 
grades for food .pro- 
ducts like meat, 
poultry, eggs, fruits, 
vegetables and dairy 
products, USDA's 
Agricultural 
Marketing Service con- 
siders the values that 
wholesale buyers and 


sellers place on the pro- 
ducts. 

Generally, products 
with characteristics of 
the higher grades are 
more marketable and 
bring a better price for 
the producer. 

Wholesale buyers 
and sellers, specify cer- 
tain grades in their con- 
tracts, often made by 
telephone over long 
distances. Buyers for 
retail food stores food 
Stores commonly use 
the grades when they 
place food orders, as do 
buyers for feeding 
establishments like 
hospitals, schools and 
airlines. 

USDA and their 
counterparts in 
cooperating state agen- 
cies provide official 
grading service to 
packers and processors 
who request it, and the 
plants pay a fee for the 
grader’s time and ex- 
penses. 

Do the grades that 
the official graders 
assign in food plants 
carry-over to the retail 
store? 

Labeling of the grade 
on a product isn't re- 
quired by federal law, 
even if a food has been 
officially graded. But a 
number of food 
manufacturers and 
distributors choose to 
put the official grade 
on their products, as do 
many retailers. 

As a food shopper, 
you're most likely to 
see the USDA grade on 
beef, veal, lamb, 
broilers, turkeys, eggs 
and butter. You also 
may see it on some 
cheese, instant nonfat 
dry milk, preserves, 
frozen concentrated

Some fresh produce 
also is grade labeled, 
particularly potatoes 
and apples. Food shop- 
pers should be familiar 
with these grades: 

* Butter -- USDA 
Grede AA and A. 
Grade AA has a 
delicate, sweet flavor. 
The next grade, A, is 
almost as good — hav- 
ing a pleasing flavor 
-and usually sells for 
less. 

* Cheese- Grades AA 
and A also apply, but 
only a few stores carry 
graded cheese. 

* Dry milk ~ The U.S. 
Extra Grade name or 
shield may be used on 
instant nonfat dry 
milk, meaning the pro- 
duct has a sweet and 
pleasing flavor and 
that it dissolves im- 
mediately when mixed 
with water. 

*Eggs - U.S. Grade 
AA eggs, the top quali- 
ty, have thick whites, 
firm yolks and are prac- 
tically free from 
defects. They also have 
clean, unbroken shells. 
U.S. Grade A eggs are 
almost as good, and 
this is the grade you'll 
see most often. Grade 
AA and A eggs are 
especially attractive 
when you're frying 
them “‘sunny-side up," 
while the lower U.S. 
Grade B eggs, if 
available, are good for 
scrambling and baking, 
where appearance isn't. 
so important. Egg 
sizes, incidentally, 
have—nothing to do 
with grades, but of- 
ficially graded eggs are 
also checked for size.
